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COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The County Commissioners for Hillsborough County herewith 
present a report of the expenditures, so far as they have any con- 
trol over the same, for the year ending January Term, 1867. 

The general management of our County Farm, financially and 
other wise, has been quite satisfactory. the past year, and will com- 
pare favorably: with any previous year, and it our buildings had 
been saved until the end of the year, the cost for supporting the 
paupers would not have exceeded much, if any, more than the’ 
cost the year previous. 

As the people of the County are already advised that, on the 
14th of November, all the dwelling houses on the farm were des- 
troyed by fire. Immediately after | the loss of our buildings, it be- 
came our first and most important duty to provide comfortable 
homes for our unfortunate inmates. We could not rent any build- 
’ ings nearthe farm. We therefore had to look elsewhere. By the 
kindness of Hon. E, A. Srraw, Agent of Amoskeag Manufactur- 
ing Company, WATERMAN SMITH, Esg., Agent of Manchester Mills, 
and PHINEHAS ADAMS, EsqQ., Agent Stark Mills, we were per- 
mitted to remove the paupers into one of their buildings in the 
city of Manchester, to which building about seventy of the pau- 
pers were at once removed—that being all the house could contain. 
There were at the farm at the time of the fire one hundred and 
twenty. Theremainder were boarded out at various places, at an 
expense of from seventy-five cents to one dollar per week for each 
person more than the average cost at the farm. 

It appeared to us that the best interest of the County demanded 
that some kind of a house should be erected or placed upon the 
farm immediately, that the stock and large amount of personal 
property there should be properly cared for. We bought of How. 
H. A. Straw of Manchester, a building 128x24, for “$800. The 
building is two stories high, and was formerly used as a United 
States Hospital. We contracted with Mr. Joun H. Maynarp to 
remove and finish the same. With his energy and enterprise, Mr. 
MAYNARD completed the building in about six weeks. The pau- 
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pers were removed home again January 12th, 1867, two days less 
than two months after the fire. 

We do not regard it necessary or proper to here make any far- 
ther comments in regard to this building in particular or the farm 
generally. 

As the Representatives of the towns of this County at a Con- 
vention held in Manchester January 2d, 1867, ‘* voted that the 
County Commissioners be instructed to sell as speedily as possi- 
ble consistent with the best interest of the County, at public or 
private sale, the County Poor Farm ;” ‘‘ and were directed and au- 
thorized to purchase the Whiting farm in Wilton (so called) ,” “at 
an expense not exceeding $12, 500.” In compliance with the votes 
aforesaid, the Commissioners have bought the Wilton farm and 
sold the farm in Goffstown, the full details of which will more 
properly appear in the next annual report. The building at the 
farm took fire in consequence of a defect in the china

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT, 


To the Commissioners of Hillsborough County: 


The following Report upon the moral and religious condi- 
tion of the unfortunate dependants upon your care is respect- 
fully submitted. 

A discriminating public will always keep in mind, that the 
tenants of your almshouse are made up from all classes in 
society, brought together by circumstances nearly as various, 
beside insane persons and idiots. . 

A large proportion are victims of dissipation and habits that 
blunt the moral sensibilities. These eome under your care 
with disordered bodies and wrecked minds, so far gone in a 
downward career that the cases of moral reform are exception- 
al; but beside these, there be some persons from the better 
walks of life, by some untoward circumstances reduced to a 
condition of dependance. This class seem profoundly grateful 
for sympathy and opportunities for the enjoyment of religious 
privileges. In addition to these there is still another class for 
whom, above all others, it would seem to be of interest to pro- 
vide moral and: religious instruction — the children, who are 
gathered under your care of such tender years as leave their 
characters yet to be formed. 

From the begining of the year 1866 up to the time of the 
late fire perhaps quite as much was done for the souls of these 
poor as during any previous period of the same length. 

A preaching service was held on an average once in two 
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weeks, attended by the children and a large proportion’ of the 
adults. The Sabbath School was continued by the matron 
and her assistants, and many of the children attended another 
Sabbath School in a neighboring church. The aged, the sick, 
and others who seemed to be glad of such attention were fre- 
quently visited and conversed “vith by the chaplain. The Bi- 
bie and such other religious bouvks as were available, with sev- 
eral papers were placed within reach of those who could read, 
while the matron and one or two others frequently took time 
amid their numerous duties to read the Bible, tracts and print- 
ed sermons to those who could not read for themselves. 

The opportunities afforded for wholesome instruction at the 
burial of the dead were also improved, and it is to be hoped 
that the after years of the children, as well as the developments 
of eternity may show that the labor and money bestowed for 

the spiritual good of these poor, were not “ labor in vain, and 
money spent for naught.”
